Mr.Denny said that Bradley had reduced 
the Democratic majority in Kentucky from 
50,000 to 5,000, and added now in the present 
condition of affairs in that State—with tbeTate 
embezzlement frosh in the minds of the people 
—the State can be carried by the Republicans, 
whoso votes at least count in that part of the 
South. The speaker, when interrupted by ir- 
ritating cries of "Time11, retorted: "Give the 
South a chance, pcntlemon", and went on to 
talk about protection and the Starry-eyed God- 
dess of Reform. Mr. Denny concluded by say- 
ing thivt his candidate could carry North Caro- 
lina, Tennessee and West Virginia, and make 
Virginia still more doubtful than it in already. 


The nomination of Bradley was seconded by 


Kansas. Albert Griffin spoke for that delega- 
tion, and said that but for the suppression 
of the Southern vote four yeins ago Blaine 
would be in the White House to-day instead ol 
in Scotland. 


Mr. Warner, of Alabama, also seconded Brad- 


ley's nomination. 


Mr. Honk, of Tennessee, also seconded Brad- 


ley's nomination. 


Nr. Locko, of Georgia, also seconded Brad- 


ley's nomination. 


Mr. Atkinson, of Michigan, also seconded

CHICAGO, Juno BV—Tho delegates aro rapidly 


becoming rouonoilurt to Harrison's nomination, 
and by nono is the situation accepted moro 
grncorully than by tho Grcslmm pooplc. Ono 
of tho most uncompromising supporters, as 
long ns there was any question about the result 
of the contest, said of Harrison, after the latter 
was nominated:^ 


"Ho is a native of Ohio, is ttfty-flvc years of 


ago, and is among the rccogniKud londer.s of tho 
legal profession of the West. He served In tho 
army throughout the robellon, and was, a 
United States Senator from 1881 to 1887 Since 
the death of Oliver 1*. Morton ho has been tho 
acknowledged and trusted loader of tho Repub- 
lican party of Indiana. He is as earnest and 
devoted a representative of the Republican 
party as could have boon selected for tho can- 
didacy, lie is a high-minded gentleman, a 
statesman with an honorable record, a patriot 
on whose private and public character there iq 
neither stain nor blemish. Ho is a member of 
an lllubtrions family of American patriots, 
boniK a grandson of William Harrison, tho 
ninth President of tho United States, and a 
great grandson of Benjamin Harrison, one of 
tho signers ol the American Declaration of 
Independence. Ho is a plain, earnest, honest 
man, 
and has in him many elements of popu- 


larity which will be developed us tho campaign 
progresses. 


Judge L'rosham hoard the news of the nomi- 


nation of General Harrison without a change 
upon his countenance. He sat back upon a 
chair in Judge Drummond's room, shook hands 
with his ft tends at= they came in and declined to 
bo interviewed. 


"I have never been interviewed since tho 


campaign commenced," ho said, ''and don't 
want to say any thing now, except that I am, 
and always have been, u Republican." 


Hon. Blufurd Wilson, Mr. Fairbanks, of In- 


dianapolis; Colonel Huntiiigton W. Jackson 
and many others who had worked night and 
day forOrosham's nomination said they would 
support Harrison with all thoir might. 


With the settlement of the presidential 


nomination tho interest of tho outside public 
In tho pioceoduigs of the convention rapidly 
died out. When tho delegates rc.issombled 
tlil.s evening there wore less than tw thousand 
people in the visitors' sections. The delegates 
were behindhand, and Chairman Ksteo had to 
wait until 11*00 p. m, before there was a suffi- 
cient number of ilelogatos on tho floor to Justify 
ulm in calling tho convention to order.

As a preliminary to tho work of the night, 


Clerk Martin announced that the members of 
tho National Republican Committee would 
raectutftp 
m to-night 


Then Senator Howell, who had spoken of 


William Waller Pholps before thorocoss as his 
choice for Vice-President, announced that Mr. 
Griggs, of New Jersey, would formally present 
the name ol Mr. Pholps. 


Mr. Gnggs, a young man of good address, said 


that New Jersey was a doubtful State, closely 
associated with New York and Connecticut, 
and that policy and good judgment both dic- 
tated that the candidate tfor Vice-President 
should be taken from that State. In 1814, he 
said, Henry Clay, of Kentucky, and Theodore 
Prclinghuysen, of New Jersey, bore the stand- 
»rd of the American system In a contest that 
was unexampled in interest and enthusiasm. 
Tn 1850 the banner bore tho namo of John C. 
Fremont, tho pathfinder, and W. L. Dayton, 
the statesman. The convention's action to-day 
had given the Republicans tho fifteen electoral 
votes of Indiana, making a sure total of 197. 
Slnco, then, if tho Vice-Presidency went to 
New Jersey, that act ivould add nine more 
electoral votes, ho felt that it wag proper that 
Mr. Phelps should bo soriously considered as 
good Vice-Presidential timber. Tho speaker 
then eulogized Mr. Phelps, and said that in his 
State he had won the support of all men of 
all 
nationalities, 
irrespective 
of 
party. 


He was the young man's candidate. His face 
was turned everywhere. Ho was in favor of 
putting a root over the head of every man in 
tho United States. In this contest it was de- 
sirable thut they should have men who would 
represent tlio issues of to-day.

General Gibson, of Ohio, supported the nom- 


ination. He said Mr. Phelps was a Republic- 
an ; that he was pressnt when the party was 
born, and there was not another man in the 
building who was present when that party came 
Into existence. He was the survivors of eleven 
presidential campaigns, and was ready for the 
twelfth. The speaker began his shouting for 
Tyler and Tlppecanoe, and he wanted to end it 
by shouting for Harrison and that tried states- 
man and polished gentleman, William Walter 
Phelps. The latter could carry New Jersey, 
and he would take Mr. Depew's word for it 
that ho could carry New York. 


Patrick Egan, of Nebraska, also supported 


Phelpa. By this time tho galleries had filled 
and when Mr. E«an in his Hrst sentences lost 
the thread of his speech and was compelled to 
hunt In his pockets for his notes, the audience 
had a good deal of fun and laughtor at his ex- 
pense.

Mr. Fuller, of North Carolina, from the fiooi 


eald that If Phelps fought the battle against th< 
red bandana there was no Question as to wha( 
tho result would bo, and he seconded the nomi 
nation. 


Mr. Boutello, of Malno, added his tribute o: 


regard to tho patriotism, Republicanism anl 
fidelity of the candidate. He could from ex 
pcrlenco assure the convention that no man IE 
tho Republican party to-day held so lamo t 
sharo ot tho confidence, rospoct and support o 
the Republicans of New Jersey as Wlllian 
Walter Phelps. He was a statesman, aschola: 
and an eloquent orator, Ho was a forcible ad 
vocoto of a free ballot and a fair count—a Be 
publican from the crown of bis head to the sole 
of his feet, and the most kind-hearted ricl 
man ho over knew.
